Variance  Granted  : 

Mrs.  D's  Country  Store 


On  Wednesday,  May  31, 
the  Agawam  Board  of 
Appeals  voted  unanimously 
to  grant  a  three  year 
variance  to  Mrs.  D’s 
Country  Store.  The  zoning 
variance  is  the  latest 
development  in  the  on  again 
off  again  short  history  of  the 
general  store  located  at  311 
Southwick  Street  in  Feeding 
Hills. 

Mrs  D’s  Country  Store, 
generally  a  relaxing,  casual 
country  atmosphere,  has 
been  the  focal  point  of  a  long 
and  emotional  controversy 
for  the  past  two  years.  The 
Country  Store  is  situated  in 
an  area  zoned  A-2 
Residential  and  has  drawn 
considerable  fire  from 
abutting  neighbors,  who 
successfully  waged  a  court 
fight  to  have  the  store  closed 
on  May  17  of  this  year.  The 
court  decision  would  have 
made  the  land  valueless, 
according  to  some  sources, 
and  would  have  rendered 
severe  economic  hardship 
on  the  owners,  Joseph  and 
Jeannette  DiFlumera. 

The  successful  court 
action  was  based  on  the  fact 
that  the  property  had 
discontinued  the  non  con¬ 
forming  use  for  a  substantial 
period  of  time  and  should 
revert  back  to  the  A-2 


they  appeared  before  the 
Agawam  Board  of  Appeals 
on  May  10  to  petition  for  the 
variance  to  allow  them  to  re¬ 
open  their  store. 

The  Board  of  Appeals 
decision  came  on  the  last 
day  before  a  new  state 
zoning  law  becomes  ef¬ 
fective  which  would  prohibit 
the  granting  of  variances  for 
use  unless  permitted  by 
town  ordinances. Chairman 
of  the  Board,  Theodore 
Progulske,  had 
acknowledged  previously 
that  the  Board  would  at¬ 
tempt  to  reach  a  decision  in 
May  to  beat  the  deadline. 
Mr.  Progulske  took  great 
pains  to  explain  that  the 
Board  had  obtained  legal 
counsel.  Attorney  James 
Allen,  to  advise  them  on  the 
propriety  of  handing  down  a 
decision  which  would  have 
the  effect  of  overturning  a 
Superior  Court  decision.  Mr 
Allen  had  prepared  two 
drafts  for  the  Board’s 
consideration,  one  for  the 
motion  and  one  against.  He 
informed  the  Board  that  the 
Court  decision  had  been 
rendered  as  a  “procedural  ” 
formality  and  should  not  be 
construed  as  forever 
blocking  action  by  the 
Agawam  Board  of  Appeals 
to  grant  a  variance,  if  they

Down  to  Earth 

by  Janet  Cook 


Well,  the  heat  has  finally 
hit  us  and  it  was  a  long  time 
in  coming.  It  can  get  as  hot 
as  it  wants  to  and  I  won’t  be 

one  to  complain . that  sure 

was  a  long  winter.  It  may 
also  have  been  a  long  winter 
for  your  shrubs,  flowering 
bushes  or  trees  and  the 
evergreens.  They  may  be  in 
need  of  pruning  and  you 
don’t  know  where  to  begin. 
Maybe  these  thoughts  will 
help.  Pruning  during  the 
dormant  season  (late  fall- 


Birch.  These  are  safely 
pruned  in  the  dead  of 
summer. 

The  backberry,  raspberry 
and  dewberry  bushes  need  to 
be  pruned  to  give  maximum 
berry  production.  These 
plants  bear  the  best  fruit  on 
one-year  old  canes. 
Determine  if  your  plants  are 
spring-bearing  or  ever- 
bearing.  If  they  are  spring¬ 
bearing,  remove  the  spent 
canes  as  the  crop  finishes  in 


early  summer.  If  your  plants 


winter)  will  result  in  an 
explosion  of  growth  the 
following  spring.  This 
growth  will  often  be 
overgrowth,  which  is  not 
what  you  are  looking  for. 
Pruning  during  early 
summer  tends  to  inhibit 
replacement  growth  and  will 
encourage  the  development 
of  flower  buds.  This  is  what 
will  keep  the  flowering  bush 
in  bounds  and  full  of 
blossoms  year  after  year. 
Make  sure  you  use  the 
proper  tool  for  the  job.  If 
the  branch  is  smaller  than 


are  ever-bearing,  you  should 
leave  the  fruit-bearing  canes 
until  the  end  of  the  summer. 
Don’t  forget  to  fertilize  these 
plants  with  a  good  fertilizer 
such  as  5-10-10.  1  feed  mine 
early  in  the  spring  and  again 
after  they  have  produced 
their  crop. 

Perennials,  plants  that 
come  up  year  after  year 
from  hardy  roots,  are  one  of 
my  great  gardening  loves. 
These  handsome  plants 
grow  on  all  sides  of  my  home 
and  become  more  beautiful 


your  middle  finger,  use  a 
hand  pruner;  from  finger 
size  to  garden  hose  size 
branches  you  should  use 
lopping  shears;  branches 
larger  than  a  garden  hose 
should  be  sawed  with  a 
pruning  saw.  Make  clean 
cuts  as  close  to  the  main 
stem  as  possible  and  always, 
just  above  a  bud.  Don’t  leave 
any  stubs!  When  the  end  of  a 
cut  is  larger  than  a  penny, 
coat  it  with  ‘pruning  paint’ 
(tree  wound  dressing).  Do 
not  use  ordinary  household 
paint  as  it  might  contain 
solvents  that  could  injure  the 
plant  tissure  and  discourage 
healing.  Some  trees  are 
called  ‘bleeders’,  meaning 
that  they  suffer  when  pruned 


each  year.  I  strongly  suggest 
that  anyone  who  likes  to 
garden  invest  in  one  or  more 
of  these  faithful  plants,  if 
you  have  not  already.  The 
types  of  plants  available  are 
amazing.  Next  week  I  will 
list  some  of  my  favorites  and 
discuss  them  at  some  length. 
Now,  I  want  to  give  you  a 
short  list  of  guiding  prin¬ 
ciples  when  you  go  to  plant 
perennials.  Provide  a 
background.  Give  leading 
roles  to  the  big  five-iris. 
Peony,  Delphinium,  Phlox 
and  Hardy  Aster.  Proceed 
by  plan  only.  Consider 
foliage  as  well  as  flowers. 
Arrange  color  in  a  front  to 
rear  wave.  Next  Week: 
Perennials  at  length;  Grow

The  Department  of  Environmental  Affairs  and  several 
concerned  groups  and  citizens  alike  are  becoming  in¬ 
creasingly  disturbed  by  the  destruction  occurring  in  Robinson 
State  Park  by  motorcyclists.  It  seems  that  the  terrain  is  being 
torn  up  and  foot  trails  destroyed.  Hikers  are  being  en¬ 
dangered  by  cyclists  who  persist  in  driving  their  vehicles  on 
the  foot  paths.  The  litter  problem  is  severe,  and  something 
lovely  is  being  destroyed.  The  people  of  Agawam  must  take 
action  to  preserve  the  park  from  this  kind  of  senseless 
destruction. 

Apparently  some  confusion  exists  as  to  who  has  jursidiction 
in  the  park.  Local  police  have  been  reluctant  to  enter  the  state 
owned  property  since  it  does  not,  in  actuality,  fall  under  local 
authority.  Some  sources  have  it,  however,  that  our  town  of¬ 
ficials  can  mandate  that  the  Agawam  Police  may  enter  the 
park  on  official  business  and  their  police  powers  would  be 
intact. 

Towards  this  end,  the  Council  for  Children  has  begun  a 
campaign  to  press  our  Town  Council  and  Town  Manager  on 
this  issue.  They  have  written  letters  to  the  Council  and  the 
Manager,  and  have  sought  support  from  the  community.  They 
support  the  ban  on  motorcycles  in  Robinson  State  Park,  and  so 
do  we. 

CETA  funds  have  been  appropriated  to  place  some  twelve 
Agawam  youths  into  jobs  working  to  clean  up  Robinson  State 
Park.  State  officials,  however,  seem  reluctant  to  use  the 
young  people  since,  with  the  present  situation,  cleaning  the 
park  would  be  practically  useless.  It  is  the  feeling  of  everyone 
concerned  that  Robinson  must  be  made  clean  and  safe  for  the 
enjoyment  of  all  of  the  people,  and  that  we  must  not  let  a  few 
unthinking  individuals  spoil  what  could  be  a  truly  beautiful 
area. 

We  urge  the  citizens  of  Agawam  to  tour  the  park,  see  the 
destruction  for  yourself,  and  decide  if  you  are  going  to  let  this 
type  of  thing  continue.  If  you  decide  that  Agawam  and  its 
people  need  and  deserve  a  park  we  can  be  proud  of  and  enjoy, 
call  your  Councilor  and  the  Town  Manager  and  urge  them  to 
act  upon  the  situation  with  all  due  haste.  We  have  been  given 
funds  to  clean  it  up  and.  put  some  kids  to  work  at  the  same 
time.  Let  us  utilize  this  opportunity  on  the  one  hand,  and  stop 
the  littering  and  destruction  on  the  other.  United  the  people  of 
Agawam  can  accomplish  something  we  can  all  be  proud  of.
